In travelling it is especially necessary 
to be provided against a sudden shower, and thére must sure- 
ly be-space left in the suit case or hand bag for a pair of 
overshoes. Neat little cases can nosy be bought in which the 
rubbers can be most conveniently packed, and these bags are
